THE ULTIMATE SOLUTION 


An Iowa State College professor named 
O’Mare, addressing a convention of safe- 
ty officials in New York City recently, 
cautioned against schools allowing rider 
education for motorcycle operators. ‘It 
only entices more kids to take up motor- 
cycle riding," he warned, 

“The only way to reduce the number 
of motorcycle accidents,’’ the professor 
reasoned;‘Is to reduce the number of 
motorcycles in use.”

O’Mare’s simple-minded idea to the 
crackpot category along with the reason- 
ing of another safety fool whose name 
history has lost, who suggested that driv- 
ing during the rush hour should be pro- 
hibited, since that’s when mostaccidents 
occur!

CLOSE...but no record 


New Yorker Fights Time And Windmills Of His Mind. 


By Abram Schoenfeld 


On August 28, 1969, Tibor Sarossy, a 
22-year-old engineering student at Ohio State 
University, completed a record run from New 
York City to Los Angeles in 45 hours and 41 
minutes. Riding a conservatively modified 
BMW R-69-S, he revived interest in the 
distance record that had remained unbroken 
since John Penton set a time of 52 hours and 
11 minutes in 1959, also on an R-69-S. 

Since then, a Three Flag time—from Canada 
to Mexico—of 23 hours, 35 minutes has been 
posted by Darrell Triber on a BSA Rocket 
Three, and others are entering the 
distance-endurance game all the time. 

The most recent attempt to break Sarossy’s 
record was made by 32-year-old Lenny Bauer 
of New York. 


74 FOR THE ROAD 


For his ride Lenny modified a 
Harley-Davidson 74, and he feels that the big 
bike is excellent for the purpose. It was 
equipped with the stock Wixom-built fairing, 
an oil cooler mounted forward on the frame, 
high gearing, and high-speed Goodyear tires. 

Lenny also solved chain problems, but does 
not choose to divulge his technical secret at 
this time. Normally the 74 would have to 
receive chain maintenance every 500 miles on 
such a punishing run, but Lenny had to tend 
to it only once. 

Also attached, behind the seat, was a 
specially vented and baffled beer barrel, 
serving as a 15 gallon reserve fuel tank, and as 
a comfortable back-rest for the rider. 

Bauer left New York City on Saturday, May 
3, and got as far as the New Jersey Turnpike 
where officials told him he could not ride at 
night. He resorted to back roads, thinking he 
could make time in Pennsylvania, but there 
too he was refused entry to the state 
turnpike. So 3% hours out, he turned back to 
await better conditions. 

Monday, May 12, he tried again, and 
although this time he was on his way, the first 
thousand miles were spent in heavy rain. He 
could cruise at only about 60 mph, and due 
to the weather conditions the Harley was 
thirstily drinking fuel at the rate of 26 miles 
per gallon. 

But he persevered, and in the Midwest the 
skies opened above him. He throttled up and 
rode hard for the remainder of the trip, taking 
advantage of his special tires and gearing at a 
pace of 100 mph across the Southwest.

poles strode down the highway ahead of him, 
he fancied himself cruising along in the family 
sedan with his wife, and in the early morning 
moisture his dog began to lovingly lick his 
face. 

Lenny pulled into Los Angeles 46 hours 
and 9 minutes after leaving New York, only 
28 minutes away from Sarossy's record. He 
knew he was a half-hour late, and giving up, 
he pulled over to a curb to rest. There he 
slept, sitting bolt upright on the 74, through 
six hours of rain. 

Exhaustion made a retum trip on two 
wheels impossible. He reached Austin, Texas 
and felt so bad that he took a plane home. 
Returning by car, he picked up the Harley 
and was home again in four days to begin 
plans for his future successful attempt. 

The Harley, Bauer says, handled the grind 
beautifully. It didn’t miss a beat and took 
well to the century-mark cruising. Baffling in 
the beer barrel kept fuel from sloshing around 
so there were no handling problems created 
by the heavy supply. The only real nuisance 
was caused by the H-D’s throttle return 
spring. After holding the grip full open for 
over a thousand miles, Lenny’s hand was 
badly swollen, 


HOW FAR TO L.A.? 


Several similarities between the Sarossy and 
Bauer rides are of note. Both accepted early 
defeat at the entrance of the New Jersey 
Turnpike, returning to start again shortly 
thereafter. Both were tortured by heavy rains, 
Bauer in the East and Sarossy in the 
Southwest. 

But one major difference is of interest. 
According to the odometer on Sarcssy's 
BMW, he covered 2689 miles. Bauer's Harley 
registered 2840 miles. They used the same 
route, supplied by the Esso Travel Service. 

There is no doubt that Tibor ran coast to 
coast in a quicker elapsed time, but the 
distance over speed computations should keep 
the Harley-BMW argument alive for some 
time. According to Sarossy's instruments he 
averaged 58.86 mph. According to Bauer's, he 
averaged 61.53 mph. 

Can there be enough odometer error on one 
of the bikes to account for a difference of 
151 miles? It would be over 5%. Or was Bauer 
faster in spite of his defeat? 

The question won't be settled for sure until 
the Harley rider breaks the BMW rider's 
record. And when Bauer does that, you can 
bet that the game Sarossy will be back in the 
saddle to defend his title.

got the third ahead of Fran Sigmans 
(Husky). Ex-world Champion Torsten 
Hallman didn’t have a good day. On a 
blue-framed Husky witha center-mount- 
ed gas tank on it, he collided with Nelson 
on the start of the first round and broke 
off his brake pedal. “I went shoosh off 
the course,” he said, Next roundhe spun 
out and the engine blubbered, losing him 
so much time he decided there was no 
point in continuing, 

There were so many 250 Novices they 
were run in two groups each riding 25 
minute motos. Practice starting up the 
hill two riders became involved in a 
tragic accident as one was blasting up 
and one was coming down andat the blind 
spot they collided head on. Beth were 
badly injured and taken to the hospital, 
Needless to say, these practice starts 
were discontinued after that. Dennis 
Keefe on a Husky won over-all followed 
up by four C-Z's ridden by Jim Cooke,

All the 125’s were run together in two 
heats and there were a gang of ‘em, It 
became a fight between John Rice on his 
Sachs and Penton-mounted Lars Larsson 
with Lars the winner.

One a.m. marked the starting time for 
126 riders to leave Andres' Cycle Shop 
in San Diego. 


Davidson Shop had arranged for a tiny 
cafe and the town gasoline station to re- 
main open from 2 a.m. to 4 a.m, The 
riders were warned that the next stop 
was 70 miles, and as we had already 
travelled 55 miles, there were few, if 
any, who didn’t need gas, The double line 
of bikes was a block long, and it took 
over an hour to top off all the tanks. 

The final check point was the tiny vil- 
lage of Jacumba which could be reached 
by three routes, We chose to go up the 
Cuyamaca Highway and then on the Sun- 
rise Highway through the Laguna Moun- 
tain Recreation area. As we approached 
the 6000 foot mark, our hands turned 
numb in our heavy gauntlets and our 
teeth chattered as the temperature 
dropped below 40 degree, and the moon 
grew larger as it dipped behind the 
towering pines. At the Junction of the 
Laguna Road and Interstate 8, we had to 
stop and stomp our feetand slap our arms 
to get warm, It didn't seem to help much, 
One of the men broke out a little flat 
bottle and passed it around. This helped 
a little, Someone else had a thermos of 
coffee and a hot cup was passed around, 
We presséd onwards hoping that we 
would survive. The coldest part of the 
run was the last 20 miles into Jacumba 
which we reached just as the sun pushed 
up out of the desert to the East, promis- 
ing warmth in the immediate future. 

At the Airport Cafe in Jacumba we

The first event was a Clothes Pin 
Hanging Run, followed by a Banana Eat- 
ing Race or perhaps a better description 
would be ‘‘Feeding’’. The bikes with male 
riders were at one end of the field and 
the wives and girl friends at the other 
with a ripe banana, At the signal, the 
girls made a wild dash peeling the fruit 
as they ran, As they arrived they had to 
feed the banana to their man while they 
kept their hands on the handle grips. 
Some of the girls got a little carried 
away and smeared gooey bananas all 
over the mens’ faces. You can imagine 
the surprise and the havoc that was 
wrought when Jim announced that there 
were enough bananas left for the boys to 
have a ‘‘Revenge’’ Race. Some of the guys

Trophies accent the decor at Gary and 
Judy Bailey's attractive home in Comp- 
ton, California. 

Gary had a big year in 1968, He prob- 
ably won more main event type races 
and trophy dashes than anyone else in 
the world last year. We counted the 
trophies in his living room, dining room, 
kitchen, den, and garage. The total for 
last year’s wins came to 192, This 
averages to nearly four a week, 

Gary is a motocross specialist now but 
he used to race Thursday nights at Tro- 
jan Raceway in South Gate, Saturday 
nights at Elsinore, and whatever moto- 
cross happened to be running Sundays. 

His honors include high point rider at 
South Gate in both 100.and 250cc classes, 
winning the 125 and 500cc A.C.A. Silver 
Cup and placing second in the 250cc class. 

Gary will be on his way to England 
September 3rd to represent the United 
States and Greeves in world motocross 
competition. 

An appeal for funds has gone out on 
Gary’s behalf by Nick Nicholson, Greeves 
distributor in America, Gary says a lot 
of people have been asking why there is 
a need for more money since he won a 
free trip. The prize consisted only of a 
round trip ticket and makes noallowance 
for living and racing expenses for the 
four months Gary will be in Europe. 

Gary works at racing. He spends four 
nights a week in his garage and when he 
races he generally runs in three classes 
during the day. This makes for some busy 
weeks and total involvement in motor- 
cycles and racing. Gary admits he owes 
a big debt to his wife, ‘It takesa special 
woman to put up with weekend after week- 
end of motorcycles. We try to make a 
family thing out of it, going to races 
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where we can camp the night before, Judy 
cooks over a fire and our son, Shayne 
occupies himself on his mini-bike. Fora 
four-year old, he does real well. 

Gary is very grateful to sponsors and 
fans. He remembers a man named Mike 
Harper. “Mike was with Circle Indus- 
tries at the time he got me a ride on a 
factory machine. He now heads Victor 
Products in El Monte and without his 
early assistance, I’d still be a Sunday 
rider in the hills. 

Nick Nicholson was next for the thank 
you's. “Nick has done an awful lot for 
me, I could probably get a ride witha lot 
of different bikes, C.Z., Husky, or who- 
ever, but I’ve stuck with Greeves. They 
weren’t really competitive when I first 
started riding with them but the new 
Griffon is certainly one of the best ma- 
chines available. If I were to buy a bike 
for my own it would be a Greeves. One 
thing you can say for the Greeves that 
you can't say about most motocross ma- 
chines is the fantastic parts availability, 
There’s nothing worse than having a 
motorcycle sitin your garage for months, 
waiting on parts, They even have parts 
for the old square barrels." 

Gary went on, ‘“‘Greeves is a part of 
me. They have been the underdog in 
motocross and to make Greeves number 
one means a lot more to me than taking 
Some machine that everybody else is 
riding and winning on it.” 

Gary wanted to thank his tuner, Tom 
Turner, ‘‘Last year Tom built around 25 
Pipes (expansion chambers) for my 
scooters, just experimenting, trying to 
make them go faster. Tom is help witha 
capital ‘H’. I’ve called him up many times 
at midnight on the night before a race 
with an unexpected problem and he always 
busts a gut trying to help. Then Nick is 
always there when I really need some- 
thing. He's a good, loyal sponsor." 

Gary is going to Europe to giveracing 
100 per cent. “Pd like to see an Ameri- 
can have the opportunity to be a world’s 
champion but we probably won’t see that 
until we can afford to do it the European 
way. The Europeans are professional 
racers in every sense of the word. Amer- 
icans are, for the most part, part-time 
racers, I work six days a week, tuneand 
repair my machines at night, sleep five 
to six hours a night, and then it’s off to 
work or the races the next day. The 
Europeans have true factory supportand 
have seven days a week to practice, 
condition, and get to know their machines. 
People ask me, ‘Why did you let those 
guys beat you?’, there’s really only one 
answer. They’re better, What else can 
you say? We need more factory support, 
more places to ride so we can afford to 
do it full time. Take the International 
Six Days, for example, There have been 
times when the U.S, hasn't been repre- 
sented by the best riders available but 
by whoever has the money to go over 
there.” 

Gary admitted to a real thrill when 
kids come up to him to chat or ask for 
his autograph. He says it’s a real spur, 
it drives him on to do better. ** Without 
support from the fans, even if you're 
number one, you're nothing," Gary con- 
cluded.

GARDENA, CALIF, July 5, 1969, The 
track was in perfect condition with lots

Rocks, rocks and more rocks, this brief- 
ly describes the conditions encountered 
by over 130 trialers June 22. Some rid- 
ers will show excellent ability in mud, 
others will eclipse on sand, and others 
Show success on rocky terrain, However, 
if you're going to become a successful 
trials contender you had better excel in 
all types of terrain, 

Those who did compete at the Canyon 
Crest Area of Riverside, surely went 
home with some new found riding ability 
for rocky countryside. 

Nearly everyone of the seven Master / 
Expert and like amount amateur sec- 
tions contained, to some degree, rocks 
of several sizes, Add to these some good 
hard climbs, tight turns and hairy des- 
cents and you have the recipe for a 
good trials.

so clean, You’ve got to be good though, to 
go really fast. About the cars, he feels 
it would be easier to ride on four wheels 
and, ‘‘There’s more money in cars!” 

Dave constantly talks speed and he 
says he wants more out of the Norton, 
though the Harold Ellison machine might 
be the fastest bike at Ascot. Dave is 
happy with the bike, he says it feels just 
right, though the cases drag when he 
pushes it real hard through a turn, 

“There are a lot of people who go 
faster than I do around a corner but no 
one has it like my machine for pulling 
down the straightaways.”’ 

Dave feels he has developed his own 





style though he is anadmirer of Dewayne 
Keeter, He says Keith Mashburn is as 
good and as safe as many of the experts. 
“Keith is losing interest in local racing 
and will probably tour the National cir- 
cuit, That’s what I want to do, I like to 
travel and hope I can make the entire 
circuit next year.” 

Dave wants to win a nationa1 number, 
“Tf I can win just one national, I'll be in 
a good position for the number and may- 
be get a good deal with the Norton 
people.” 

Dave says his biggest problem is get- 
ting tired, “I never ride between races 
and that’s a handicap. I’m still stiff from 
riding the Twelve-hour at Willow. I’m 
learning though, for instance, it tooka lot 
of guys falling in front of me before I 
learned to pass an accident on the inside 
and also not to look at it as I go by. You 
tend to turn into whatever you are look- 
ing at. I am less nervous before a race 
now that I try not to think about what is 
going to happen, No matter what you do 
think," he explained, ** it's completely 
different out there on the track.” 

Dave says his Lakewood neighbors 
hate him because he tunes his bikes and 
then tries them out on the street, “That 
is, all but a few who I have converted to 
motorcycles and who are bike owners 
themselves.” 

Dave is shooting for the track record 
he missed two weeks ago by a fraction 
of a second and believes it will be his 
soon if all goes well, 

We believe he stands a hell of a good 
chance. 





CONNECTICUT GOVERNOR VETOES 
HELMET LAW 


The legislature of Connecticut agreed 
that the state’s compulsory helmet law, 
in effect for a year, was discriminatory, 
unconstitutional and unsafe. But the Fed- 
eral Transportation Dept. threatened the 
legislature that repealing it ‘‘could jeo- 
pardize $9 million in Federal highway 
funds." Thus blackmailed, the lawmak- 
ers amended their repealer to keep in 
the compulsory regulation, 

State Senator George L, Gunther, 
alarmed over what he terms the ‘‘black- 
jacking” of the state by the feds, wrote 
to Secretary of Transportation John 
Volpe in protest. 

“The state of Connecticut will now have 
a law which, in the studied opinion of 
members of our Assembly, is against 
the best interest of the people of our 
state," the Senator wrote. What makes 
the situation even more of a farce, Sen, 
Gunther continued, is that not only is the 
compulsory helmet wearing by a cyclist 
the ultimate of paternalism, but it also 
compels the motorcyclist to operate his 
vehicle at greater risk. 

The senator told Volpe he would like 
to know what the status of Michigan’s 
Federal highway funds will be, ‘‘ Will the 
national safety standard superced the 
courts of Michigan?’’ he asked, 

Fortunately, the Governor of Connecti- 
cut vetoed the law and now the bikers of 
Connecticut may wear their helmets for 
reasons of common sense, rather than 
criminal compulsion,

Motorcycle 
Values And Public Land 


A long time ago when the first settlers 
came to this country there was nothing 
but space and native Americans living on 
that space. The settlers took space and 
turned it into productive land, They 
farmed the soil, they cut the timber and 
logged the rivers. They invented ma- 
chines totally unknown before and turned 
space into an industrially productive 
nation, In spite of hate, violence and 
bloodshed industrialization was exciting, 
technology was exciting, becoming the 
most powerful nation on earth was excit- 
ing. There was a worlds fair in Chicago 
called a ‘Century of Progress’, 

Progress! The realtors use that term 
out here.,.‘‘in the path of progress’’, It 
means your house is likely to be taken 
for a freeway. 

The freeway’s great. We’d never go 
anywhere without it and we’re a go- 
everywhere people, Southern California 
may one day be solid freeway but I 
wouldn’t want to go back to pre-freeway 
roads. The internal combustion engine 
is great too. We wouldn’t have the motor- 
cycle without it, And we wouldn’t have 
the internal combustion engine without 
the oil industry. And we wouldn’t have 
the oil industry without smoky refineries 
and we wouldn’t have smoky refineries 
without the steel mills, and etc. 

Without industrialization we would not 
have the world as we know it. Without 
some changes we may not have the world 
as we know it much longer, 

As motorcycle riders we are faced 
with the ever dwindling supply of avail- 
able land. Half of this state is public land, 
But half of it isn’t. And much of what is 
cannot be used because of lack of access, 

As human beings as wellas motorcycle 
riders, we are faced with a dwindling 
supply of other things...pure air, pure 
water, privacy, wildlife and all sorts of 
good vanishing things. 

Our survey indicates thata majority of 
dirt riding enthusiasts are also hunting 
and fishing enthusiasts, The conflict is not 
between motorcycles and wild life or 
motorcycles and conservationists, Make 
no mistake, The Sierra Club is not the 
ENEMY, They get pretty far out in their 
ideas, But they’re desperate, And soare 
we. 

The enemy is progress. Progress 
which turns open space into cubicles too 
small and too close for human comfort, 
progress which tuns blue sky into gray 
smog, progress which turns the oceans 
into a scum of oil and the rivers into a 
deadly poison for all the life that lives 
in them. 

The profit motive has always been a 
sacred idea in the United States, Yet 
what motorcycle riders are asking for 
runs directly counter to the profit mo- 
tive. We are asking to conserve what is 
left so that we can share it for mutual 
pleasure. We are asking what conserva- 
tionists are asking. Time after time our 
readers replied, ‘We should have a right 
to public land.” We do have a right to 
public land, The bird watchers have a 
right to public land, The back-packers 
have a right to public land. The hunters 
and fishermen have a right to public land. 
The average citizen has a right topublic 
land...for enjoyment, personal intangible 
enjoyment, 

Who doesn’t have a right to public 
land? Whoever uses it (and possibly 
destroys it), for profit. 

How dare they chase us off riding land 
when they allow pollution of the Pacific 
Coast and destruction of wild life for 
profit, private profit at that? How dare 
they chase us off when they allow the use 
of insecticides which could eventually 
destroy all life on earth...for private 
profit? How dare they chase us off the 
land when they give four thousand year 
old redwoods to the chainsaw of private 
lumber interests and our chief state 
executive quips ‘‘When you’ve seen one 
redwood you've seen them all.” Isittrue 
that when you've ridden in one canyon 
you've ridden them a11? 

Our partners are the conservationists, 
strange as it may seem. They may not 
yet understand this, nor may we. But we 
have a common goal. We all want topre- 
vent the taking of every inch of spare 
space to be used for private profit, We 
want to maintain the right of every citi- 
zen to life, liberty and the enjoyment of 
our Public Land. 





Ins & Outs Of Valve Springs

Every once in a while someone comes along 
and they say, “what's the advantages or 
disadvantages of the coil valve spring over the 
hairpin valve spring?” Actually the 
disadvantages aren’t as great as they used to 
be, nor are the advantages, but it all started 
out years ago when racing wasn’t what it is 
now and they didn’t have the metals that we 
have now to make springs out of. 

At that time the hairpin valve spring proved 
to be the best spring rather than the coil. This 
was also due to the fact that the hairpin valve 
spring could be designed to stick out into the 
air flow and be air cooled. We still have this 
today in the design of the Norton Manx. This 
was back in the days when a 500 single 
turning 7,000 rpm was considered something 
really fantastic and with the metals we had 
then, the hairpin valve spring just held up 
better. The coil spring completely enclosed 
simply couldn't take the temperatures. It 
tended to get weak, and fatigue, under too 
much heat, especially on the exhaust side of 
the engine. And if you made them much 
harder, or bigger in diameter, they tended to 
get brittle and break. But today with the 
metals that we have, the coil spring has 
deinitely come to the fore. It'll take far more 
rpm than the hairpin spring ever could, and 
you get better valve control with the coil 
spring, too. But we'll go into that later. 


The Hairpin has been the answer for 


motors where spring cooling is a 
problem. Also, it is relatively easy to 
change. 





A good example of this is the Honda racing 
machinery, that is their 4, 6, and 5 cylinder 
machines. If they needed anything like 
desmodromics, they'd just plain put them in. 
But they stick with the coil spring. So about 
the only reason for using the hairpin spring 
today is the space available. The hairpin 
spring is about half the size in height although 
it's twice the size in width of the coil spring in 
the space available. Also if the hairpin spring 
is air cooled, that is, if it sticks right out in 
the air flow, it's very simple to change a 
broken one. You can change one on a Manx 
probably anywhere from 2 minutes to 15 
minutes with a large pair of pliers that are 
especially made just for gripping this spring. 
Try this with a coil spring sometime. And 
most of this time is spent hunting for the 
pliers. 

Ducati still sticks with the hairpin spring 
even though they've completely enclosed it, 
but someday they'll probably change from 
these ideas, too. Now, the coil spring usually 
relies on oil flowing all over it when it's 
enclosed in the engine and this gets rid of the 
heat. This is the way Ducati does it with their 
hairpin spring also. There are other advantages 
to the coil spring, too, like once you're set up 
to produce them, they can be made much 
cheaper, that is all things being equal. 





THIS MUST &E YOUR FIRST 





Sometimes you'll find a coil spring that's 
wound progressively, that is, the coils at the 
bottom are closer wound than the coils at the 
top. This is called progressive winding for a 
reason. That is, when the cam lifts the valve 
off it' seat, the spring takes up the load 
slowly and progressively. There' no sharp 
snap to it. This greatly cuts down on the 
chance of the spring breaking, especially at 
high rpm and with the very wild cam designs 
we have. Also with the coil spring, we can put 
another smaller spring inside it and we have 
the two-coil spring set up as we know it 
today, with the inner and outer spring. By 
going to lighter or stronger pressures on either 
one of these springs, we can arrive at all kinds 
of spring rates, and by fitting the inner: spring 
to where it' just a tight push fit we can 
dampen out all kinds of surge at high rpm. 
This surge is a bouncing or fluctuating at high 
rpm, sometimes called cycling, or flutter and 
it can break springs in a hurry. But when we 
put the two springs together tightly like this, 
it acts like a friction damper and it reduces 
the problem. Of course, rather than put up 
with all of this trouble, you might just go to a 
two-cycle engine and get rid of all of them. Or 
cry on the shoulder of your local dealer. 


The coil spring provides more accurate 
and controlled valve return. 





The progressive spring usually goes with a 
progressive lift cam. This is particularly true 
on racing engines where the lift and the 
duration of the cam are extremely radical. We 
usually have big valves for racing machinery 
so that the motor can breathe as much as 
possible, and we’ve got to get that valve open 
quickly, keep it open as long as possible, and 
then get it closed quickly to get it out of the 
way of the piston. With the valve speeds 
involved and the temperatures involved you 
can’t just slam that valve back on its seat. If 
you do this long enough, eventually you'll 
take the head right off the valve and this is 
good bye. So we use a cam that's known as 
progressive lift. It starts out lifting very 
slowly, and then more rpaidly and puts the 
load on the valve slowly and steadily, but yet 
overall quite quickly. And, of course, our 
progressive valve spring also takes up the load 
and the shock carefully. All in all, we get rid 
of all the shock, or I should say most of it. 
And once it's time to close the valve, we can 
lower it very quickly almost to the seat and 
then very slowly ease it onto the seat. Of 
course all of this happens in the twinkling of 
an eye at 10,000 rpm.

Bailey Beats Europeans

SADDLEBACK PARK, CALIF. July 4— Gary Bailey, 25, became the first American 
to beat the Europeans at their own game of motocross, defeating a star-studded 
cast of Swedish and Belgian champions with his tired 250cc Greeves Griffon. A crowd 
of about 3,000 at the 4th of July Firecracker International responded so lustily to his 
performance that, “I could hear them cheering over the noise of the motors,” said 
Gary. ‘It really inspired me to turn it on."' 

Early in the day Bailey predicted victory. For a change he was only riding one 
class on the unfamiliar course. He usually competes in three classes to build up 
strength and endurance, 

In the first of two 30-minute motos, Bailey met defeat the hands of fellow Ameri- 
can Bill Silverthorn, who raced the European motocross circuit last year. Bailey 
will make his first European jaunt this fall — a prize for winning the recent CMC 
Golden State Series, 

After the first moto Gary confided to fans, “I know what I did wrong. Now Руе 
got it figured out," 

On the start Bailey was part of the tangle quarreling for first position, Two lead- 
ers lost it in the mud (‘I love the mud!”’ Gary exulted later) and Bailey had the lead, 
He clung to it carefully, holding Swedish star Sig Petterson at a safe distance with 
skillful cornering, horsepower and a line through the course that nobody else seemed 
able to follow. 

At one point halfway through the moto, the Swede moved up to striking distance 
but the American turned it on and held it, What about Bailey’s racing ability? We 
asked Petterson after the race. ‘‘He’s good,’’ the Swede admitted. 

«I said Pd do it and I did?" smiled Bailey. ' 

«Tt had to happen sometime,’’ grinned team manager Edison Dye, whose Husqvar- 
na motorcycles had suffered defeat. ‘‘It’s good publicity. Now Nick (Nicholson, spon- 
sor of Bailey and local Greeves distributor) will have to run a big ad!”

The Amateur main event was the 
thriller of the day, with young Don Cas- 
tro taking the win by half a wheel length 
over the National point leader, Dave 
Aldana, Castro rode a first class race, 
trading the lead several times with the 
determined Aldana, with the last lap 
being a wheel to wheel duel right to 
the wire. 

The expert final event was run off 
without incident, with the third expert 
heat providing the scare of the day. 
Diminutive Shorty Seabourne unloaded 
in turn three right under the wheels of 
Ike Reed on the second lap. The race 
was restarted after Seabourne, who re- 
ceived a severe shaking up, leftthe track 
under his own power. On the fourth lap 
of the restart, Reed fell off again by 
himself in the third turn, putting him out 
of action for the rest of the day along 
with Seabourne., 

Marshall Becker lost two laps when he 
fell on the 5th lap of the amateur final 
in the third turn also. 

Last year's San Jose winner, Bart 
Markel saw his chances of tying Joe 
Leonard's all time National Champion- 
ship victory mark vanish at the start 
when he was caught with his machine in 
neutral at the white flag. Try as he 
might, the best the Flint, Mich flyer 
could do at the finish was seventh.

type of man you usually think of as being a 
minister. He's altogether different. First thing 
that makes him look different is the fact that 
he wears colors—Levi jackets with the sleeves 
torn out so that he can catch cold at the 
armpits, the Levi's, Wellington boots, all the 
usual jazz.

Since so many machines are being stolen 
nowadays, Bruce figured it would be the “in” 
thing to get himself a real fancy chrome 
chain. Now every day when he parks the bike 
in the parking lot, he chains it to a post. The 
crowning blow was one day when we came 
out after work, and somebody had stolen the 
chain and left the Harley. 





LOS ANGELES CITY SCHOOLS TO 
OFFER FILMS ON MOTORCYCLE 
SAFETY 


Films to promote motorcycle safety 
have been purchased by the Los Angeles 
City Schools for use in the district’s 
driver education program, 

In announcing purchase of 24 copies of 
“The Critical Hours’’, Melvin Schroe- 
der, Supervisor of Driver Instruction for 
the Los Angeles system, said the films 
would be shown to all 50,000 high school 
students enrolled in the district-required 
driver education course, 






** We believe that education on the pro- 
per use of a motorcycle can be aneffec- 
tive force inpromoting motorcycle safety 
on our streets and highways,’’ Schroeder 
noted, 

Schroeder reported that the film, pro- 
duced by BSA Motorcycles, is one of few 
films avavilable that deals with motor- 
cycle safety. 

The films relate, in narrative form, 
how members of an Explorer Scout Post 
in La Mirada learn to ride motorcycles 
properly. Their training program cul- 
minates with a safe motorcycle tripfrom 
La Mirada to Lake Arrowhead, 

“We are pleased to be able to offer our 
Students such a fine film, To the best of 
my knowledge, Los Angeles will be the 
first school system in the nation to util- 
ize a motorcycle safety film to this ex-

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| Letter From Russ Darnell 


The past few months have really 
flown by. Time has been passing very 
rapidly. We have sort of settled into a 
pattern of life here, and we are enjoying 
it. On the weekends we race, and during 
the week we prepare equipment, write 
letters and sometimes make side-trips 
to places we haven’t seen, 

Two weeks ago Ihadaraceat Markelo, 
Holland, so we left from Gent on the 
Thursday before the race and did some 
sight-seeing. We went up through An- 
twerp to Rotterdam, then on to Amster- 
dam to look around, 

In Amsterdam we found an Italian 
restaurant and had a pizza, the first we 
had had since we left home. That was a 
real treat, because we miss the food 
from home. We especially miss pizza 
(found mostly only in Italy here) and 
Mexican food. After doing some shopping 
in this beautiful city we drove up through 
the scenic countryside to Den Oever 
where a thirty mile long dyke extends 
across the Zuider Zee to the other tip 
of Holland. We leisurely toured down the 
length of Holland and arrived at Markelo 
at about 2:00 in the afternoon on Saturday, 

They held an official practice session 


at about 4:00 in the afternoon ana we nad 
a chance to look at the course and the 
competition, Both turned out to be for- 
midable! Arne Kring, the new Swedish 
star was there and he is an extremely 
powerful rider. He looked always in 
control and very very fast, Also quick on 
the Suzuki was Ollie Petterson. Bengt 
Arne Bonne, and Jeff Teuwissen were 
there, both on Husqvarna, and Pierre 
Karsmarker rode his 400cc CZ, Dave 
Bickers and Keith Hickman showed up 
later, Dave on his works 250 CZ, and 
Hickman on works BSA, Jeff Smith came 
still later, and arrived at the same time 
as Chris Hammargren, 

The course itself was sandy, as all 
tracks in Holland are, and wound through 
a forest, and down several sheer drops 
into sand pits. After the wood you sud- 
denly burst out onto a straight dirt road 
for about 250 yards and hita flat-out-in- 
fourth-gear jump. This jump caused 
some pretty terrible decompression 
problems. As you hit it in fourth gear, 
at about 75 mph, you would sail out and 
land back on the same dirt road, be- 
cause the jump is man-made, and just 
sort of piled in the straightaway. Upon 
landing you could feel all sorts of things 
giving, and twisting. This was akiller on 
rear wheels and many were broken dur- 
ing the race, I landed a couple of times 
so hard that I thought my eyebrows 
would hit my lower lip. 

After that jump you ducked back into 
the forest for two turns, then out onto 
the start-finish straight, over a jump, 
and into a grass righthander which could 
be taken in 3rd gear. The course over- 
all was very fast, with the exception of 
some deep sand in one section. 

The next day, race da. turned out hot 
and beautiful, and the course was a little 
bit dusty. Dusty! Can you imagine? I had 
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not seen any dust since I left home, so I 
loved it! In the first leg of the race, I got 
a good start, but I got involved in the 
usual first corner crash that seems to 
happen every week here,I came around 
27th the first lap, The dust proved to be 
an advantage to me, as I wasable to pass 
where others could not or would not, I 
worked my way up to 9th before the 
finish, It is funny to say I was proud to 
be in the top ten in a big event like this, 
but the competition is a whole lot differ- 
ent from home, 

In the second leg (there were three 
legs of 35 minutes plus 2 laps) I got an- 
other decent start, and worked my way 
to 7th position behind Jimmy Aird on the 
works AJS, I found I could getby Aird so 
I passed him, and was running 6th behind 
Keith Hickman (works BSA), With two 
laps to go, I slid out on a corner when 
my rear tire suddenly went flat, I ima- 
gine I tore the valve steam out of the 
tube going over one of the jumps. Anyway, 
I was unable to finish in that leg. 

In the last leg I rode hard but started 
to get tired from the sheer speed the 


course necessitated, so I was unable to 
pass any more riders than I had already, 
and I finished ninth again, Over all I 
finished an 11th for theday, very pleased 
with that, 

Last week we went to France to race 
for the first time, The course was in a 
stone, quarry and very hard, In one place 
the course went upa hill that was covered 
with cement. This was very hard on tires 
to say the least, and I wore an almost 
new tire out in this race, The French 
are very gala in their races, All of us 
international riders had to push our bikes 
to the area where our flags were infront 
of the bleachers they had set up for the 
spectators, It was very interesting. We 
pushed our bikes behind girls carrying 
our national flags and the girls all wore 
mini-skirts, This is a ceremony I would 
very much like to see catch on in the 
States, Especially the girls in mini- 
skirts, At the end of the parade we each 
stood in front of our flag and the an- 
nouncer went down the line reading the 
attributes and victories of every rider. 
After reading the piece, they would play 
the national anthem of the respective 
rider, It was very stirring. When they 
played the ‘Star Spangled Banner’, I 
couldn't help grinning to show my plea- 
sure, My wife said I got the biggest ap- 
plause of the day, but she is kind of 
prejudiced. 

The course was not good at all. Very 
narrow and dusty like some desertraces 
are, Also on every side were 50 and 60 
foot high cliffs, straight down where they 
had cut the quarry away. The course was 
lined with barbed wire and the fastest 
straight away ended in alowgear, gravel 
corner which was very dangerous, In 
1966 a rider was killed on the circuit 
and they had a memorial for him on the 
main straight, Not very encouraging! 
Start system was a rubber band similar 
to the ones I remember at Ascot. 
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I was third in the first leg until I fell, 
then I finished fifth, In the other twolegs 
I placed fifth and sixth respectively, for 
a fifth over all. These two races, Mar- 
kelo, Holland and Soucy, France are my 
best performances to date, At first I 
couldn't tell if the European experience 
was helping me or not, butnowIam sure 
of it, I have learned a great deal in the 


time I have been here, and I have four 
more months to further train, I hope I 
can bring my newfound knowledge of 
motocross back to the U.S, so that other 
riders can benefit from it. I have no 
doubts at all that we can field a team of 
American riders, soon, to successfully 
compete with the more experienced 
European riders.
